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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner appologizes for the typo, "rr- 
electron" should read "TT-electron...as taught by Cravino (section I, 1)". Applicant's arguments filed 3/16/2009 have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that Cravino and Sentein is nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior 
art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which 
the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 
24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, both Cravino and Sentein are drawn to polymer systems for optoelectronic and specifically 
the art of photovoltaics (Cravino: abstract; Sentein: introduction). Both Cravino and Sentien discuss the use of tethered polymers of two 
different components (Cravino: figure 1, Sentein: figure 2). Applicant argues that Sentein is not concerned with p-n junctions while Cravino 
uses p-n junctions. The Examiner disagrees. In order for the photovoltaic cell to function a pn or pn-like junction exists. Although, Sentein 
refers to the push-pull polymer as an alternative to the conventional pn-junctions used in photovoltaics, the Examiner asserts that when 
used as the active material of a photovoltaic device electrons and holes must move in order for the device to function therein creating a pn- 
like junction. Applicant argues that Sentein only teaches orientation with the polymer system disclosed. The Examiner disagrees. The 
polymer system of Sentein is a specific example; Sentein teaches that rectification of suitable polymeric semiconductors (which includes p 
and n-type organic semiconductors) may improve efficiency in photovoltaics (Sentein: conclusion, 1 ). Thus it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to combine Sentein with Cravino especially since Cravino acknowledges the rectification behavior and 
photovoltaic effects in organic heterojunctions (introduction, H 1).
